ST. Lon^, June 12.—It is reported that 


Platt has declared his intention of bolting 
the convention if the six contestants from 
Kew York are seated. From members of 
tbe national committees it is learned that 
six Platt men will be thrown out. Hanna 
declines to discuss the matter saying "I 
•hall not get excited over this even if 
Platt said it." 


Other friends of McKinlcy say Platt is 


putting up a grand bluff and that no one 
need be alarmed. One of Plait's friends 
has asserted that sixty delegates would 


i vralk out of the convention if the six reg- 
ular New York delegates are unseated. 


Some New Yorkers controvert this, 


.laying that 25 or 30 New York delegates 
are ardent McKinleyites and would refuse 
•to follow Platt. The members of the 
national committee generally think the 
bolt talk is wholly for the purpose of in- 
fluencing decisions in the remaining con- 
tests. 


National committeeman, Payne, will 


press a Tetolution for a different basis of 
representation in future national conven- 
tion). He wants to have the national 
committee recommend to the convention 
that hereafter the number of delegates 
from the several states shall be fixed at 
four delegatei-at-large and one additional 
delegate for each seven thousand voters 
or fraction thereof in each state cast in 
the proceeding election. Each territory 
and District of Columbia shall be entitled 
to six delegates. 


Among the states changed Alabama 


would lose 5, Arkansas 2, Georgia 2, Miss- 
issippi, 3. South Carolina 3, Texas 5. Cal- 
ifornia would gain 6, Colorado, 14, Illi- 
nois 25, Indiana 20, N ew York 30, Pen- 
•ylvania 30, Vermont 6, .Massachusetts 2, 
Washington 14, Maine 6, New Hampshire 
6. Scenes through which some of the 
committee have passed during the last 
few days will probably influence them to 
consider the plan favorably. 


Pratt <<ays the national committee is 


"Biding rough shod over every thing, the 
question of man's title to a seat is not con- 
sidered on its merits but as to his position 
relative to the presidental candidates. An

Platt reiterates that Morton's name will

He was sorry Maa'ey had made 
any such assertion and was lost to explain 
why he had done so. Platt seems sure 
that the convention will adopt a gold 
plank.

INSTANT DEATH. 


A Coachman at Wllllamstown 


Killed by Being Thrown from 


His Cart. 


FLYING PAPER SCARED THE HORSE. 


The Dead Man Was In the Employ of 


Charles Buckley Hubbell and Had 


Relatives Who Live In New 


York City. 


A terrible accident occurred at Wll- 


liamstown at noon today by which Emil 
Holm, coachman for Charles Buckley 
Hubbell, lost his life almost instantly. 


The accident occurred in front of Gale's 


block on Spring street. Mr. Holm had 
been to the express office located in this 
block to secure some packages and was 
driving away. He drove a single horse in 
a twr-wheeled cart. Suddenly a paper 
!)lew into the street in front of the horse. 
The frightened animal plunged to the 
side of the road, and the cart struck a wa- 
ter hydrant with such terrific force as to 
completely demolish it and hurl Coach- 
man Holm hcadforemort to the hard 
street. 


The unfortunate man gasped once or 


twice and was dead. His skull was terri- 
bly crushed and fractured. 


The frightened horse ran but was unin- 


jured. The horse has always been gentle 
and has been driven by children. 


The dead man was 23 years of age and 


unmarried. He was a Swede and had rel- 
atives living in New York city.

A Young Woman Procures Brandy for 


An Imprisoned Man. 


An incident which borders closely on 


the romantic was brought to light by the 
watchfulness 
of Sheriff Maloney 
and 


Chief Kendall. The young woman who 
transgressed the law to oblige her friend, 
that his parched throat might be wet, is 
regretting her act and imagines herself 
disgraced. 


Edwin F. Sweet was arrested Friday 


last and his case was continued until June 
16. For lack of the essential bail bond 
the young man languished in a prison 
room at the station calling down ven- 
geance upon his persecutors and pacing 
his cell with mingled rage and regret. He 
was there to await his transfer to Pitts- 
field jail, where he would have to occupy 
far less comfortable and roomy quarters, 
until his case for not being a registered 
physician should come up for hearing. 


A tenement block on Summer street 


adjoins the station in the rear, and the 
back porch of the block is within a very 
short distance of the walls of the lock-up. 
Miss Eunice Beckstine lives with her sis- 
ter, Mrs. J. M. Pinkham, in the block. 
She was a patient of Mr. Sweet until his 
contact with active law, and later his 
incarceration prevented his calling. The 
young woman to her sorrow knew of 
Sweet's imprisonment and went naturally 
enough over to the rear porch of her home 
and found she could talk with him, so near 
was the prison window, and Sweet in turn 
found he could get what he longed for—a 
pint of brandy. The girl was dispatched 
to the Wilson house drug store and re- 
turned shortly with the precious liquid 
and passed it to Sweet by leaning far 
out over the rail. 


The act was done and both parties were 


happier, but the end was not yet. Sweet 
was taken to Pittsfleld jail Saturday by 
Sheriff Maloney. When he was searched 
at the jail the sheriff was painfully sur- 
prised to find a bottle of brandy on his 
person. The label told the story, and, 
armed with it, Sheriff Maloney and Chief 
Kendall found the guilty person. Miss 
Beckstine : finally confessed her wrong 
doing and her manifestations of penitence 
were pitiful to behold. She begged for 
leniency and to have the entire affair kept 
out of the papers. The sheriff had to 
summon her into court and went to the 
house Monday afternoon to do so, but the 
tearful young woman had gone and left 
no trace of her going. 


The sheriff waited, for he believed it 


would be but a few days before Miss 
Beckstine would want to return. Her 
relatives called upon the sheriff Tuesday 
evening and said they would bring her 
back if no arrest should follow. Back she 
came from Mechanicsville, N. Y., arriving 
here Wednesday afternoon. She was in 
court this morning to answer to the charge 
of giving liquor to a prisoner and the 
judge was lenient. Hiss Beckstine was 
fined f5 and left at once for her home. 


HELPED BY DR. SWEET. 


After Suffering a Long Time With an 


Injured Ankle. 


Homer Harvie went to Amsterdam, N. 


Y., about a month ago and consulted Dr 
Sweet, the famous bone setter, about bis 
ankle, from which he has suffered a great 
deal. 
He sustained a serious injury by 


stepping on a rolling stone five years ago 
and the ankle was never again as strong 
as before, although Mr. Harvie recoverec 
from his lameness after a lonsr time. Last 
October the same ankle was injured again 
in a precisely similar manner, and after 
suffering from a serious lameness al 
winter Mr, Harvie decided to test Dr 
Sweet's skill. 


Dr. Sweet found a dislocation exactly 


the same as that from which James E 
Hunter suffered so long and seriously a 
year or two ago, and as in Mr. Hunter's 
case, replaced the bone without difficulty 
He also found that a bone of the foot hat 
been fractured by the accident of five 
years ago and that Mr. Harvie hac 
entirely lost two motions of the foot. This 
fracture is of such standing that the bon 
will not unite, but Mr. Harvie has been 
greatly helped by the replacing ofth 
other bone and the treatment that fol 
lowed, and expects ultimately to entirely 
recover from his lameness.

Hodge's Regimental Baud left North 


Adams as its sixth band organization July 
17,1861, to join the Tenth Regiment in 
camp at Medford, Mail. 
Whilej there ior 


a few days it was recruited up to the regu- 
lation standard in numbers and was visited 
by many friends. 
Among these was 


James H. Flagg of North Adams and 
Andrew J. Houghton, then of Boston, two 
former members whose business pre- 
vented them going to the front. Mr. 
Ilonghton (brother of Mayor Houghton,) 
brought the band as his parting gift,all the 
new band music he could find in Boston, 
to keep them in good spirits and to keep 
them in practice, as he was very proud of 
their fame and position. 


The band, as it went to the front from 


Medford, was furnished with new instru- 
ments by the state, and was composed of 
these members: 


Wm. D. Hodge, E. flat cornet; Joun D. 


Worth,E. flateornet; Albert K. Ingraham, 
E. flat cornet; William Viall, E. flat cor- 
net; Burdick A. Stewart, B. flat cornet;

In tbe Battle of the Seven Pines. 


This band saw fifteen months of ser- 


vice, ior the most part in the vicinity of 
Washington. It proved to be one of the 
finest bands in the army, was a great fav. 
orite with the tenth regiment and to the 
army corps to which that regiment was 
attached. It never got under fir* until in 
the fearful battle of the Seven Pices in 
which only Wm. D. and Ambrose W. 
Bodge and Henry A. Tower saved their 
instruments. 
In this action the band 


turned its attention to carrying 
the 


wounded from the field, having resolved 
itself into an ambulance corps. 
While" on this duty Albert K. Ineraham 


was fearfully wounded in the shoulder 
with a shell. He was missing for several 
days, but was discovered in an old house 
several days afterwards, recovered, and 19 
now a sign painter in the village. Com- 
mander H. A. Tower of Sanford G. A. li. 
Post, helped carry Col. Henry T. Briggs 
from the field, and a few years ago gave 
his old bass tuber to the Pittsf'iold Athe- 
naeum. 
Edward N. Chase, brother of 


Geo. W. Chase, the shoe manufacturer, 
died of typhoid fever in the carcp previ- 
ous to the Seven Pines battle, and was 
brought home by A. J. Kay for burial. 
His funeral was held at the Baptist 
tjhurch, Sunday Sept. 29, 1361. Rev Mr. 
Paine delivered the discourse from the 
text: "For I know that thou wilt bring 
me to death, and to the home appointed 
for all living." 
He was North Adams' 


first dead volunteer. 


Tbe government soon found that a 


band for every regiment was too expen- 
sive and Hodge's regimental band was 
mustered out after 15 months of service. 
Wm. D. and Ambrose W. Hodge then 
went into business and paid not much 
further attention to band music. In the 
band history of the following years they 
took no part, further than that the TEAS. 
SCRIPT on one or two occasions spoke of a 
rumor that Hodge's band was ready for 
any business, had the finest bass drum in 
the State, while mention was made that 
it played at a Pittsfleld picnic Sept. 10, 
1882. 


KtewArt'H Cornet Baud. 


The seventh North Adams band was 


organized and led by Brudick A. Stewart. 
The first mention made of it by the TKA.N 
SCKIPI was June 18,1853, when it gave its 
first of a series of free every other Satur- 
day afternoon concerts from the balcony 
of the old Arcade building, now the wes- 
tern portion of the site of the Wilson 
House, and with this'program:

This band, which was largely composed 


of the musicians in Hodge's regimental 
band, also furnished music at the village 
Fourth of July celebration in 1863, for the 
North Adams war supper at which H. L. 
Dawes presided July 8, of that year, as 
also played at the Williams commence- 
ment that year with IDorings band of 
Troy, each taking one day and giving 
evening band concerts. 


Stewart's Brigade Band. 


The eighth North Adams band enlisted 


in the quota of the town of Adams, was 
sworn into service January 7,1864, and 
left for Boston February 3 of that year. It 
was made up of musicians of the Hodge 
and Stewart bands and others. Its leader 
was Burdick A. Stewart, and its members 
were Edward Stewart, H. C. Stewart, 
Charles B. King, Charles Warren, H. A, 
Tower, Daniel Luther, A. G. Wheeler, 
William Viall, Henry C. Rand. Rufus 
Curley, L. C. Rand, Fred Hamilton, H. F. 
Barber, and D. Miller. It arrived at

GOOD WORK PERFORMED. 


By President or the Senate Lawrence and 


Representatives Richmond and Kearn. 


The Boston Journal Legislature 


Reporter Writes of the Ses- 


sion for the Transcirpt. 


BOKTOX, June 11.—North Adams has 


been very much in evidence here in Boston 
during the last five or six months. 


It can be said that North Adams lias 


acted well her part in the session of the 
great and general court for the present 
year. She has no cause to teel that she | 
has not been ably represented in the lialls j 
of legislation. 


When the state Senate elected Hon. 


George P. Lawrence of North Adams 
president of that hody it did well. It 
builded so well that it has been remarked 
recently in way of comment upon some 
of the other candidates that to have done 
differently meant the committing of a 
mistake. 


Mr. Lawrence has bnen an unusually 


bright and keen presiding officer. He has 
tilled the position with great modesty and 
grace, and at the same time with fora. 
and decibon wherever and whene\er those 
qualities weie needed. 


When Senator Saiiger was defeated by 


Mr. Lawrence in the contest for the presi- 
dency of the Senate he did not feel in very 
good humor, lie takes these things quite 
too much to heart. And when President 
Lawrence made Senator Malonc of Green- 
field cbairmanoftheimportantand highly 
honorable committee on the Judiciary Mr. 
Sanger, who was in line lor the appoint- 
ment, and who considered himself the 
ranking member, resented what he re- 
garded as an indignity put upon himself 
by resigning all his committees except a 
subordinate place upon this same judic- 
iary committee. 


It has never been denied that the cus- 


tom of elevating men to chairmanships 
on committees merely because they are in 
line for them by reason of ranking high- 
est on the committee, in the order of the 
names of those returned, was a very bad 
one. Men entirely unfitted for such posi- 
tions have been elevated to important 
chairmanships by the custom described. 


It is a good thing to break over such 


customs and select a man on grounds of 
merit alone. 
In this particular case it 


would have been a pretty hard case to say 
on their merits which should have been 
made chairman of the Judiciary com. 
mittee. Both were good lawyers, both 
were men of fair ability, and both were 
men of good reputation. Malonc stood 
well in the Senate, and Snuger also was a 
man above reproach. 


President Lawrence has fully justified 


the predictions of his friends when he was 
a candidate, and they presented his claims 
to the consideration of the Senate. He 
has been an efficient presiding officer and 
he has been a swift president in the 
despatch of business. 
He has the ad- 


vantage of an excellent voice, an active^ 
agile way, and a dignified presence. 


He is not so slow as was President But- 


ler, nor so anxious to run the senate. He 
has been willing to guide its deliberations, 
without dictating its course, upon particu- 
lar questions. 
Besides that, he has the 


faculty of imparting information as well 
as seeking it. 
He never tries to pump a 


man dry and then after having done so 
withhold all information himself. He is 
a firm believer in reciprocity. 


President Lawrence has the reputation 


of being fair and impartial in his rulings, 
and he bases them upon precedents of the 
best authorities. 
His Democratic col- 


leagues admire him as much as his Repub- 
lican friends do. 
They have found him 


fair toward them on all political questions 
as on all others. 


As a speaker President Lawrence has 


had some opportunity to distinguish him- 
self in some (mall way. 
He is one of the 


most graceful and witty of the after dinner 
speakers among the ranks of the young 
Republicans of the state. 


Of course Mr. Lawrence will return to 


the senate and be re-elected president as 
long as he cares to serve. It is customary 
to give a president a re-election as long as 
he is returned to the senate. 
Most presi- 


dents have served in that capacity three 
years. Some have served more, while 
others from choice have shortened the 
term to two. 


Representative Clinton Q. Richmond of 


North Adams is another member of the 
great and general court who has reflected 
credit upon his constituency. He ha* 
been one of the most active members from 
the western part of the state, and is also 
one of the most popular. There was 
something about the plump form and 
smiling face of Mr. Richmond which at- 
tracted members of the house to him im- 
mediately on his appearance on the 
scene last January. 


He has been "cutting ice," as the popu- 


lar and expressive slang phrase has it, 
ever since; ice in large quantities, too. 
Whatever he has asked for North Adams 
since then your city has got to her credit 
today. There was something irresistible 
about Mr. Richmond when he asked mem- 
bers to help him out on his bills for North 
Adams, and he got all he demanded. 


His clear head has been an important 


factor in getting through all the bills in 
which the city has been interested. The 
normal school bills will all be found to 
bear his ear marks, and when some of the 
more conservative and economical mem- 
bers meekly suggested that North Adams 
and the other normal school towns were 
asking a good deal on top of the previous 
appropriation, Mr. Richmond assured 
them in the smootest of tones that North 
Adams was a great city and deserved a 
good deal more than she asked for, and 
that this money could not be better ex- 
pended than in extending tbe cause of 
education in the new city.

Manley'b change of position last even- 
tag has can <cd sonic excitement among 
the republican politicians here, the 
Jk'Kinley Managers aro just as posi- 
tive in the r claim of victory for the 
Ohio man on the first ballot as ever 
and confidently assert that there is 
no danger of a break in the convention. 
While the renewed inflation of the 
Seed boom is attracting some atten- 
tion, the re*1 subject causing the most 
concern is the financial plank, and 
this bcema to be the only stumbling 
block in thr road to M«Kinley's assured 
success. The differences are as wido 
as the continent and at present seem 
Irreconcilable. Tho western delegates 
maintain their adherence to silver with 
a frankness that in former gatherings 
of the party would have been punished 
•s political heresy. 
The other half of 


the country is represented by sound 
money advocates who will listen to no 
aupsfosticm 
of any other platform 


declaration. 
This issue even iu these 


ante-convention 
days 
has 
ranged 


the delegates into two camps. The 
men from Maine and the far east 
•till uphold the banner for Reed, while 
those from Iowa, supported by scatter- 
ing dele<r.ites from the middle west, 
declare themselves for Allison.

Bradley has cot been

Work of the Committee. 


The second day's woi'k of the na-

precisely twenty-four delegates.

eome eases the questions submitted 
were intricate, and these were debated 
without consideration of time. Where, 
however, a contest was regarded as 
frivolous or based upon grounds not 
recognized by the rules of the party 
short woi k was made of it. 
Among 


the conte>tauts were scattering sup- 
porter" of Reed, Morton and Allison, 
but the sum total of the day's work 
was the -eating of twenty-two pro- 
nonnced adherents of Major McKmley 
and to tv. o delegates favorable to the 
nomination of Gov. Morton. 
Reed Men Spurred To llencw the IFjght. 


In this latter contest—that of the 


first Flori la district—soino of the Mc- 
Kmlcy m< mbers of the committee made 
a bitter iifht: but the evidence adduced 
for the friends of the New Yorker— 
Archibald and Robinson—was so regu- 
lar and o%crvThelming that preference 
traces-were kicked over and some of 
the Ohio nail's warmest friends voted 
for the fii st time against his spokes- 
men, with the result that the Morton 
meu were seated by the close vote of 
U3 to L'O. Perhaps it was merely a 
coincidence, but it was at least sig- 
nificant 
hat immediately after this 


vote had been announced Mr. Manley 
left the room and prepared a state- 
ment for *he United Press in which he 
called upon the friends of Speaker 
Reed to redouble their efforts to bring- 
about Ins nomination.

Read between the lines, 
however, and those in a position to 
know say that is the correct reading— 
it is an intimation of Mr. Manley's be- 
lief that just such a break as occurred 
in the committee last evening may 
happen at some critical moment a ad 
upon some unexpected issue in the 
national convention, and that he pro- 
poses that the friends of his candidate

eventuality. A motion at the evening 
session of the committee to reconsider 
the action seating the first district 
Florida Morton delegates was lost— 
twenty to nineteen. While the vote 
was proceeding there was a genuine 
eenaatkm. 


Denounced the Proceedings. 


When New York was reached in the 


vote Committeeman Sutherland arose 
and denounced the proceedings and 
thraatenecl to wash his hands of the 
whole business. He said it was worse 
than nonsense for any member to say 
that he had on the first ballot voted 
by mistake. Committeeman Hahn of 
Ohio replied that he saw no reason 
why the gentleman from New York 
should retire, and said that there were 


methods in New York that were not 
above suspicion, ab would be .shown 
when t 16 contests from that stats 
•were re: ched. 


B":~uley's Latest Statement. 


Mr. Manley was deluged with tele- 


grams all day requesting him to ex- 
plain or qualify his statement given to 
the United Press Wednesday evening, 
in which he conceded that Major Mc- 
Kinley would be nominated on the 
first ballot, but declared that Speaker 
Heed would remain in the field to the 
finish. 
Late Jast_night _th(^_nationaj 


committecmaa from Maine furnished 
this signed statement to the United 
Press: "The action of the national 
committee at their meeting of Wed- 
nesday showing clearly their intention 
of placing on the temporary roll dele- 
gates favorable to Gov. McKinley, 
\vhich iu the end would mean 160 ad- 
ditional votes, caused me to make the 
statement that 1 did. I am as earn- 
estly for Mr. Reed as ever, and am 
with his friends doing everything pos- 
sible to bring about his nomination, 
and I urge 
upon 
liis 
supporters 


throughout the country to make still 
greater efforts in his behalf. J. H 
MANLEY." An immense canvas pic- 
ture of tho speaker was placed on the 
parlor floor of the Southern hotel last 
evening. Reed buttons and badges are 
also making their appearance, and 
there is every indication that his boom 
is being given renewed impetus. 


The Vice-Presidency. 


Who will be chosen for second place 


oa the ticket is still a matter of great 
doubt and there are any number of 
names mentioned in connection with 
the place. 
Senator Proctor, one of 


those mentioned for the vice-presi- 
dency, said last evening: "I do not 
want to be vice-president of the United 
States. 
My name shall not be pre- 


sented for that office before the re- 
publican national convention. I do 
not think that my name will be pre- 
sented to the convention. 
Whenever I 


am satisfied that such action is proba- 
ble I shall take steps to prevent it. I 
do not know a great deal about poli- 
tics.

presidency. Mr. Evans said he would 
b» pleased to have the nomination, but 
he was not losiug any sleep over the 
prospects of success or defeat.

Tennessee delegation will present his 
name to the convention and he has 
assurances of support in other direc- 
tions. 
Senator llawley of Connecticut 


is discussed in connection with the 
second place, but there are very few 
United States senators who would care 
to be vice-president, and it is not 
known here whether Gen. Hawley's 
candidacy is proposed with his con- 
sent.

London, June 12.—The dispatch ra- 


ceived yesterday from Pretoria saying 
that at a special meeting of the execu- 
tive council of the Transvaal it had 
been decided to release John Eaya 
Hammond, Col. Rhodes, George Farrar 
and J. W. Leonard, the leaders of the 
Johannesburg1 reform committee, upon 
the payment of a fine of 8125,000 each,, 
or, in default, fifteen years* banish- 
ment, is supplemented this morning 
by a telegram saying that the priso- 
ners have been released and they 'will, 
not suffer banishment, having decided 
to pay their fines. This news is con- 
firmed by a private telegram received 
by Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
state for the colonies, which says that 
the leaders of the Johannesburg re- 
form committee have already 
been 


released, subject to the payment 
of. 


their fines. The dispatch adds that 
they have secured their release upon 
conditions similar to those imposed 
upon the other reformers, the fines, or, 
in lieu thereof, the punishment to be 
inflicted being larger in proportion to 
tho part which they took in the up- 
rising. 


The Newt Confirmed at Washington. 
Washington, June 12.—The United 


States consul at Cape Town, South 
Africa, has reported by cable to the 
state department that the imprisoned 
leaders at Pretoria have been released.

DENIES THE CHARGES. 


Seaboard Air Line Superintendent Say* 


the Malta Were Not Padded. 


Portsmouth, Va., June \Z.—Capt. 


T. K. McBee, general superintendent 
of the Seaboard Air line, has given oat 
a statement in regard to tho charges 
made against that company by the post- 
office department, in which he denies 
that his company is responsible for tha 
alleged padding of the mails by the 
shipping of public documents under 
congressional franks, or that the com-
